Each
early childhood lowa area board must also submit an annual
budget for the area’s comprehensive school ready children
grant developed for providing services for children from birth
through five years of age, and provide other information
specified by the early childhood lowa state board, including
budget amendments as needed. The early childhood lowa state
board shall establish a submission deadline for the annual

budget and any budget amendments that allow a reasonable period

of time for preparation by the early childhood lowa area boards

Service.

DETAIL: This is a decrease of $127,263 and an increase of 1.50 FTE
positions compared to estimated FY 2011, for a general reduction of 6.00%.

General Fund appropriation for deposit in the School Ready Children Grants
Account of the Early Childhood lowa (ECI) Fund for General Aid.

DETAIL: This is a decrease of $343,794 compared to estimated FY 2011, for
a general reduction of 6.00%.

Specifies, from the moneys deposited in the School Ready Children Grants
Account for FY 2011, the following:

¢ Allocates a maximum of $265,950 for the ECI Office and other
technical assistance activities. This is no change compared to the FY
2011 allocation.
